In this case it might be held that theology, (the Seats 18 
the séievte,; and religion (the practical part) is the art; for it must be 
admitted that there is a practical part to the Gospel. Tt embraces’ ‘hot 
only theories to be learned but ordinances and requirements that must be 
performed. 

No tienes of itself, as long un it is considered only as a theory is of 
auy value. It is of use only when it is applied to some art. The ‘theory 
of music is of no benefit unless the art is cultivated as well. A person 
must practice the principles of it in order to enjoy its pleasures. Mere 
belief chat they ure correct will give one no idea of the beauty of melody 
and harmony, and of the satisfaction derived from performing hr 
musical instruments.
